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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1, 4-8, 10-11, 13-14, 16-17, 19 and 21 are amended in view of applicant's 
claim amendments filed 27 February 2008. Claims 2-3, 9, 12, 15, 18, 20, 22 and 32-40 
are canceled. Therefore, claims 1,4-8, 10-11, 13-14, 16-17, 19, 21 and 23-31 are 
currently under examination. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 7 March 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
co-pending application 10/734,098 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Examiner's Amendment

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in 
combination, the claimed integrated wet chemical processing tool comprising the 
claimed mounting module, the claimed wet chemical processing station including a 
paddle chamber with a base portion having a second surface inclined to have a higher 
elevation toward a perimeter of the process location than toward a center of the process 
location, and the claimed workpiece transport system.
